The suit claims, "At no time 
prior to the date of .termination 
was plaintiff (Sorensen) informed 
that her performance was sub- 
standard, (sic) that she had violat- 
ed any provisions of the written 
employment agreement."

reads, "In truth and in fact, plain-' 
tiff was terminated even though 
her work performance was satis- 
factory or better, and her position 
was not being abolished but being 







Sorensen was notified of the 
action the following day. 

All of the named defendants, 
.except Hanson, were served 
papers on Monday, Aug. 4. 
Sorensen said an error in the doc- 
umentation had prevented 
Hanson from being served but 
that he would likely be served in

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There is no doubt that heavy truck traffic 
weighs on the condition of the roads running 
through Antioch.

0ry "Chums" are used to hold the shape of items like cups in the kiln. 

The first firing creates bisque ware, and is done at 2,350 "F for 30 hours. At this point the ware 
is fully vitrified, meaning that it is strong won't absorb water. ^ . 

From there, a thin glaze is applied and the piece is re-fired for another 30 hours, but this time 
at 2,250 "F. "If the temperature was higher, the glaze would blister and the shape would deform, 
said Eben.

position in balance and symmetry. 

A third firing fixes the image. This one is 
shorter and cooler than the previous two tak- 
ing only four hours at 1,400 "F. 

With a rock-solid, steady hand, liners or 
guilders add stripes of cobalt (or other cus- 
tom colors), 24K gold and/or platinum by 
hand. A fourth trip back to the kiln at 1 ,400 "F 
for four hours ensures a finish that with- 
stands dishwasher washing. 

Throughout the process each piece is 
given three inspections, making sure the self- 
imposed, high company standards are met. 

This attention to detail hasn't gone 
unnoticed. In 1977, Pickard was selected by 
the U.S. Department of State to manufacture 
the official embassy china service used 
around the world. Additionally, Pickard has 
been commissioned to produce custom 
china for Air Force One, the Blair House, 
Gamp David and the George Bush Library. 
Pickard even created a supper bowl for past 
presidential pooch, Millie. 

The Queen of England, the King of Saudi 
Arabia, General Motors, the U.S. Air Force as 
well as high-end hotel chains like the Hilton, 
Sheraton and Marriott add to the who's who 
of Pickard's clientele list. 

Samples of these commissions as well as 
Pickard's early, hand-painted and custom 
work can be seen at the company's museum 
residing in the back portion of its oudet store.

Though steeped in tradition, Pickard 
keeps up with die times. Eben's two sons, 
Rick and Andy, vice president of operations, 
are set to fulfil die needs of a new generation 
of customers. Pickard has added a new 
"white" line to its classical ivory and intro- 
duced 12 patterns using its newly developed 
body to coincide with its 110th anniversary. 

Rick said, "We spent a lot of time devel- 
oping and perfecting a white body for our 
china. With more and more people eating 
dinner out, the demand was growing for . 
white china and we wanted to meet that 

demand." 

He said the company typically introduces 

only one or two new patterns a year. "With 
the new body, we wanted offer plenty of vari- 
ety. This will appeal to a different taste, but 
much of it still has the traditional, classical 
style of our original dinnerware. We called it 
'New Traditions' to reflect that." 

If Pickard China is a well-kept secret in 



general, its outlet store is the best-kept secret. 
While any number of stores carry Pickard 
china, those living in die area can find the 
best selection here in Lake County.

Coach Joe Gibbs, c 
of a NASCAR racing team, three time super 
Bowl Champion, and member of the NFL Hall 
of Fame, was giving a locker room pep talk to 
a few thousand "players" at three weekend 
services. Then he was off to the NASCAR 
Tropicana 400 in Joliet to see if his team could 
win another Winston Cup. 

At the moment, ushers were running 
around in racing uniforms. A video of Gibbs' 
career wins pulsed on the two video screens. 
I couldn't help thinking that most moms can 
top the best NFL or NASCAR "instant replays" 

in one school morning. 

The typical mom's version of NASCAR 

(Nudging A Sleepy Child Around Repeatedly) 
definitely qualifies as NFL (Not For 
Lightweights). After all, aren't we a pit crew of 
just one when the checkered flag goes down 
at 6 a.m. or so? And, if we resort to shoulder 
pads, we're certainly not making a fashion 

statement! 

But, despite the initial hoopla, Gibbs was 
surprisingly humble, and candid, in describ- 
ing the real secrets of his winning game plan. 
(He also doesn't mince words in his new 
book, "Racing To Win", co-authored with Ken 

Abraham.) 

In comparing football to life, "the biggest 
game of all", Joe urged his audience to claim 
God as their personal coach. The next step 
was surrounding yourself with a team of like-

As an .example, Joe talked about feeling 
pretty high and mighty when his Washington 
Redskins were on a much ballyhooed winning 
streak. like any wife worth her salt, Joe's

tant. Gibbs was reminded that, "The most 
important thing I'm going to leave on earth is 
my family, and my influence on others." 

Finally, the two-time NFL Head Coach of 
the Year stressed that playing to win required 
a game plan: in this case, the Bible. Joe wasn't 
afraid to talk about his near bankruptcy when 
he ignored his own advice and jumped into a 
"simple" real estate partnership. Instead of 
getting rich quick, Gibbs spent nearly five 
years paying back debts that originally totaled 
over a million dollars. Based on tliis experi- 
ence, he reminded listeners to follow the 
Bible's practical advice in financial matters, as 
well. (In his book, he proves he's really 
learned his lesson. Not only does he turn his 
finances over to God, but his checkbook over 
to his wife.) 

Joe Gibbs' sermon had me tuning into the 
NASCAR Tropicana 400 broadcast that 
Sunday afternoon. For one, I always marvel at 
the skill required to keep a racecar from suc- 
cumbing to centrifugal force and spinning 
completely out of the track. (I'm hoping I'll 
learn something the next time I over stuff the 
washing machine.) 

God was with Joe Gibbs' racing team that 
day, even though one of his drivers, Bobby 
Labonte, totaled his car in a fiery crash. I 
knew Joe Gibbs would agree. No one was 
hurt, although Gibbs and his team saw a huge 
investment go up in flames. ' 

As the coach stressed, in life "the clock is 
ticking". In the end, it's that important WHO 
you know. "You never see a hearse towing a 
U-Haul."

House Bill 526 gives 
authority to use recording 
fees, which are charged for 
filing ' records with Lake 
County, to defray the cost of 
providing access to records 
online. Lake County's state 
representatives sponsored 
the bill, along with two oth- 
ers that are awaiting the 
Governor's signature, to 
allow counties more 
resources to provide resi- 
dents and businesses with 
electronic access to public 
records. Additionally, HB300 
allows the county board to' 
establish reasonable fees to 
cover the operational 
expenses of providing elec- 
tronic access to public 
records 

■ HB1285 provides that in • 
counties with a population 
of 600,000 or more, a desig- 
nated agricultural area 
needs only to be only 100 
acres. The bill enhances the 
county's ability to protect 
open space by granting the 
agricultural designation to 
more area parcels. 

Also receiving the gover- 



nor's approval was Senate 
Bill 245, a bill that gives 
highway commissioners the 
authority to build trails and 
bike paths in. unincorporat- 
ed communities using any 
funds belonging to the road 
district in which .that com- 
munity is located. County 
officials sought this legisla 
lion in order to allow t 
township to build commu- 
nity amenities, such as trails, ' 
on unused county rights-of- 
way.

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wants feedback on future transportation plan 



Plan makes some bold 
strokes for Chicagoland 
transportation by 2030 




. The Chicago Area Transportation Study 
(CATS), the metropolitan planning organi 
zation for northeastern Illinois, has release 
for public review the draft version of the 
2030 Regional Transportation Plan (RTP). 
Comments on the plan will be accepted 
from Aug. 1 to Sept. 2. CATS will host an 
open house on Thursday, Aug. 7, to give the 
public a chance to: review and comment on 
the plan. 

The plan outlines how an estimated $61 
billion in local/ state and federal funds will 
be spent between 2004 and 2030 to maintain 
and improve, the regional transportation 
system. It includes 45 major capital projects 
throughout the region, which includes 
Cook, DuPage, Kane, Lake, McHenry and 
Will counties and part of Kendall County. 

Of the $61 billion, an estimated $47 bil- 
lion will be needed to maintain the existing 
transportation system. "Shared Path 2030" 
recommends that $5 billion be earmarked 
for strategic improvement to the region's 
"shared-use" system (comprised of arterial, 
bus, truck, bicycle and pedestrian facilities) 
and that $9 billion be allocated to expand 
the region's highway and passenger rail net- 
work. 

The plan's goals are to maintain the 

integrity of the existing transportation sys- 
tem, to improve transportation system per- 
formance, and to employ transportation to 
sustain the region's vision and values. To 
meet these goals, objectives were developed 
to be carried out during the legislative, taxa- 
tion, budgeting and regulatory processes; 
when establishing priorities for capital pro- 
grams; or during project development and 

design. 

The RTP presents its recommendations 
in three parts: Regional Transportation 
Strategies,. Strategic Regional Systems, and 
Major Capital Projects.

Community Strategies offer communi- 
ties a variety of efficient transportation 
choices, making transportation improve- 
ments that support existing and planned 
land uses, and encouraging compact land 
development. Environmental Strategies 
focus on ways in which transportation facil- 
ities can enhance environmental quality, 
such as promoting connections to green- 
ways or protecting wetlands. Management 
and Operation strategies emphasize 
improving system performance and safety 
and accommodating the movement of com- 
mercial goods. 

Strategic Regional Systems include way/tollway interchanges to allow commer- 
guidelines for arterials, transit.^ bicycle and cial goods to move more freely. 



pedestrian and freight system improve- 
ments. 

The RTP emphasizes a "shared use" 
linkage of these systems, and recommends 
funding them as a group. "Shared use" facil- 
ities encourage and accommodate safe and 
efficient use by pedestrians, bicycles, buses, 
autos and trucks. 

"We believe that the region is better 
served by more fully integrating arterial, 
transit, bicycle, pedestrian and commercial 
goods movement," said Kermit Wies, CATS 
director of plan development. 

Specific recommendations include con- 
solidated entrances or frontage roads, limit- 
ed use of new traffic signals, safe accommo- 
dation of pedestrian and bicycle travel, 
grade separations between roads, railroads 
and bike/pedestrian trails and new express- 



Major Capital Projects include new road 
and rail projects, improvement of existing 
facilities, expansions to manage growth and 
change and new transportation corridors for 
the future. (See attachment for complete list 
of projects.) 

The plan includes safety and traffic flow 
improvements and possible reconstruction 
on many major highways. Lanes will be 
added to 1-90 (Northwest Tollway), 1-88 
(East-West Tollway), 1-294/94 (Tri-State 
Tollway), 1-80/94, 1-57, 1-80, 1-55, the Elgin- 
O'Hare Expressway and 1-290 (High- 
Occupancy Vehicle Lanes). In addition, a 
segment of the existing arterial of 11394 
could be converted to freeway design. 

The plan envisions new rail and highway 
transportation corridors. 

The rail lines include a Mid-City 
Transitway serving Chicago's west and 
south sides; an Inner Circumferential, a new 
rail line connecting Midway and O'Hare air- 
ports; and an Outer Circumferential along 
the EJ&E rail line serving Lake, Cook, 
DuPage and Will counties. 

New highway corridors include 
Richmond-Waukegan, Central Lake County, 
North-Central Will County, South 
Suburban, I-57/IL394 Connector, the Illiana 
Expressway, and the Prairie Parkway. 

To create the 2030 RTP during the two- 
year planning process, CATS worked with 
elected officials, regional and local planning 
agencies, civic and advocacy groups, trans- 
portation implementers and providers, and 
concerned citizens.

emocrats have been doing a good job of enhancing 
their reputation as taxers and spenders. One of the 
ways has been shooting holes in the property tax cap, 
legislation put on the books in 1991 and signed into 
law by Republican Gov. Jim Edgar to limit property tax increases 
to the rate of inflation or 5 percent whichever was less. 

Elected officials of both political parties have found the tax cap 
"cumbersome" in that they have to take extra steps like schedul- 
ing public hearings to utilize exceptions. But there is no doubt 
that the tax cap has saved Illinois taxpayers millions— maybe bil- 
lions— over the years. • 

In the last session of the General Assembly, the Democratic 
majority with support from Lake County Senators Terry Link 
of Vernon Hills and Susan Garrett of Lake Forest and 
Representatives Karen May of Highland Park and Eddie 
Washington of Waukegan riddled the tax cap law like shoot- 
ing at a Swiss cheese with a shotgun. A popular strategy was 
utilizing special interests like allowing park districts to evade 
the tax cap to add revenue for disabled persons without a ref- 
erendum. 

Democratic State Rep. Kathy Ryg of Vernon Hills broke party 
ranks to vote with Republicans in support tax cap integrity. She 
undoubtedly is looking ahead to the 2004 election and didn't 
want to give GOP partisans an issue for re-election. 

Another "cap breaker" pushed by Democrats was allowing 
school districts to levy in excess of the 5 percent cap for life safe- 
ty purposes. Still another wedge in the cap was opened to allow 
school districts to levy above the cap for administrators and 
teacher's union pension and health costs. 

There are plenty of holes already in the tax cap. The next 
step might be to eliminate it altogether. If you think real 
estate taxes are already out of sight, get ready to climb aboard 
a skyrocket. 



Money woes eased 
for flood agency 

^> JT oney is gushing into the Like County Stormwater 
/■ Management Commission(SMC) like a torrential 
' I downpour. For the immediate future, the chroni- 
-»- cally underfunded agency is in good financial con- 
dition to conduct studies, work projects and provide useful data 
for planning that will shape the future of Lake County. 

With bi-partisan congressional support, SMC is conducting 
four subwatershed studies with a $1.27 million appropriation 
from the U.S. Dept. of Agriculture-Natural Resources 
Conservation Service. The subwatersheds are the Fish Lake 
Drain in the Fox Lake-Ingleside area, the Eagle Creek/Round 
Lake Drain, and Kellogg Creek and Dead River/Bull Creek in the 
eastern part of the county. The first two projects involve the Fox 
River watershed; the second two are part of the Lake Michigan 
watershed. 

What the studies provide is an enormous amount of data use- 
ful in mitigating flood damage arid managing development. 

On a smaller financial scale but considered significant 
because of the area involved, is $40,000 for a feasibility study in 
the Skokie River headwaters of the North Branch of the Chicago 
River. The study will cover a 75-acre area straddling the borders 
of Waukegan, Park City and Gurnee. Not well known is the fact 
that the Chicago River has its origin in Lake County. 

With the aid of Congressmen Mark Kirk and Phil Crane, a 
$55,000 Congressional appropriation was obtained for a 
study of the Newport Drainage Ditch which serves portions of 
Newport, Zion and Benton Townships in the northeast part of 
the county. The man-made waterway is part of the Des 
Plaines River watershed. Not all SMC grants are for studies as 
exemplified by $100,000 made available from the Great Lakes 
Basin Program for Soil Erosion and Sediment Control to cor- 
rect erosion problems along Bull Creek that flows through 
Beach Park to Lake Michigan. Another study costing $55,000 
will be conducted to address flood hazards in Lake County 
Gardens Subdivision near Waukegan. 

SMC is deserving of financialsupport because it has been 
a model for building cooperation between county govern- 
ment, municipalities and private interests. Could be that 
SMC gets along well with everyone because floods show no 
exceptions.

Then the City of 
Chicago wanted to charge him $700 
for storage. He said the car was 
damaged in the theft. There would 
have been repair costs to drive or a 
charge to tow. "I told them to keep 
the car," Rich declared.

Recent reports in some papers serving 
Lake County appear to imply that the 
Republican Party is beating up on its own. 
Well, every.two years, we have an interesting 
event that is called a general primary. For 
Republicans, this is an opportunity for can- 
didates to present themselves to the voters 
and for our party, we tend to certainly have 
many more contested primary races. 



What we are seeing now, is an early start 
to the primary process. Typically this gets 
underway after Labor Day when petitions 
are able to be circulated and continues to 
grow in intensity up to the final filing dates 
in December. Then, of course, we really 
know who is a candidate and the fun begins 
in earnest. So, although every incumbent 
would like to get through the primary with- 
out a challenge, Republicans typically 
approve of the contested primary process as 
being a healthy and democratic approach. 
The key with Republicans is that once the 
primary is over and we have one nominee to 
run for the general election then 
Republicans do come together to support 
the party candidate. Primaries sometimes 
get a little intense and for some it may take 
more than a day or two to get over the 
results of the election. However, as one who 
has been involved in the process for over 40 
years, I can say that Republicans do come 
together as they should and support our 
candidate. 

Keep in mind that we have some very 
interesting races coming up next year. 
Certainly the U.S. Senate race for Senator 
Fitzgerald's open seat has triggered early 
and almost immediate interest in the March 
Primary next year. A forum in Gurnee of 
eight announced or possible candidates for 
the U.S. Senate Seat presented their creden- 
tials and answered questions about their 
position on many issues .to a standing room 
only crowd of mostly Republicans. There are 
also two or three others out there who are or 
may be candidates but could not attend the 
forum. 

The Republican Party of Lake County 
several years ago revised its by-laws and 
eliminated the process of endorsements by 
the Central Committee (County party). This 
certainly encourages "open primaries' and 
also has very much eliminated the ideas that 
the "party" controls the primary. While 
some like the more organized and less cost- 
ly approach of "controlled" primaries, I for 
one believe in the process that we now fol- 
low. Let people with a sincere interest in 
running for office come forward and let the 
voters decide next March who should be our 
candidates for the Grand Old Party— not a 
bad idea actually.

Shooting sportsmen and women in 
Northeast Illinois regularly pack up their 
equipment, and travel to other counties in 
Illinois (and frequently over the border to

Lacking accessibility 

Every July, the Lake County Fairgrounds 
hosts the pro motocross races. People from 
all over the county come to see the races, 
but if you are in a wheelchair don't count on 
seeing much. There is no place for a person 
in a wheelchair to sit except on ground level. 

The problem with ground level seating is 

the motocross track is up higher than the 

ground. On ground level all you can see is the 

start and the end of the race. We were sitting 

on the bottom bench with a friend in a 

wheelchair and his two young boys. It was 

easy to see the disappointment in their little 

faces when their dad told them there was 

nowhere higher for them to sit so they could 
see. 

The Americans with Disabilities Act, Title 
III; Public Accommodations, assures that all 
people should have equal access in seating 
arrangements. At Lake County Fairground 
that's not the case. Not being able to get up 
higher in the stands is not equal seating. 

It wouldn't take much for the county to 
solve this problem. A platform with a wheel- 
chair ramp that sits up about 5 feet off the 
ground 'should take care of the problem, 
allowing the handicapped to enjoy the 
things non-handicapped people enjoy at 
the county fair.

Gouging neighbors 

A newspaper article stating that the 
building of subsidized apartments at Terra 
Springs in Volo would begin in fall 2003. 
Once again developers and unscrupulous 
villages like Volo are ignoring the existing 
residents of northwestern Lake County. 

Not only are we being forced to accept 
the inappropriate apartments, we also have 
to subsidize the construction costs through 
our federal taxes. We will also be burdened 
in the future with higher real estate taxes for 
schools, for road construction, and for an 
increase in the police force. What a travesty 
for the community. 

Here is a recent statistic: Volo was in the 
top five towns in Lake County to drop its real 
estate tax rates, a public report lists a 14.5 
percent reduction for Volo. This reduction 
was only possible by forcing other towns 
and communities to accept their burden of 
local expenses. 

The Grant .„ Township Territory 
Association (GTTA) strongly urged Bonnie 
Thomson Carter, the Lake County Board 
Representative of District 5, to poll the 
county agencies such as the school districts, 
the road commissions, other infrastructure 
agencies, etc. to find out the full amount of 
dollars needed to accommodate the influx 
of students, and cars that will result from all 
new development. Further, GTTA proposed 
that the board use this information to create 
a uniform mandatory impact fee per unit to 
be used for all towns and communities in 
the county. Then, if a village such as Volo 
wants to cut a deal for future taxes with the 
developers, the village, NOT other residents 
in the area, must make up the difference to 
the county. This would eliminate special 
deals that put the burden on others to make 
. up the difference.-

e was with me for only five years. 
That prize show dog Collie meant 
so much to Reggie and me. It's 
weird how things like that happen 
because at first, I didn't want him. I already 
had the beagle (Reggie), and the last thing on 
earth I needed was another dog. It would 
mean more work, more veterinarian bills to 
pay, and more accidents to clean up while 
two male dogs established the pecking order. 
Nevertheless, Cody was a beauty, he was 
young-only two, and my son wanted him. 
Besides, I rationalized; Reggie could really 
use a dog friend. 

So, it didn't take long before Cody 
became a loved member of our family. I 
couldn't fathom what life would be like with- 
out Reggie and Cody-an inseparable two- 
some that chased chipmunks, pawed and 
licked each other, and when they thought no 
one was looking, got tangled underneath the 
"get them off the bed" blankets. The odd 
couple that stacked, Reggie with his short 
beagle legs believed no one could see him 
standing underneath Cody's long, graceful 
ones. He was majestic, so regal, and he was 
so very good. Reggie was always in trouble, 
and for some reason, Cody was the one who 
always looked guilty. I loved him, I loved 
them together, and I never dared think that 
Cody would die- that he would leave me so 
soon. 

He had cancer. I never knew until it was 
too late. But, isn't it always too late when 
there's cancer? He never complained. I found 
out two weeks before the day I took my last 
walk with him down by the creek where he 
always watched for ducks. 

The day I buried Cody at the pet ceme- 
tery, I met Nancy Holland. Her profession, a 
pet loss grief counselor,' she'll tell you when 
she's not around, "You know what I do. 
When a pet passes away, I'm there with the 
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family" . . to help them cope with the loss of 
a loyal friend that gave them "unconditional 
love, that never was judgmental, that never 
gossiped, that was there for them no matter 
what." 

If you have ever loved and lost a pet, you 
know the deep sorrow that accompanies the 
loss of this special friend. Intense grief over 
the loss of a pet is normal, and for those peo- 
ple who don't understand our pain, who tell 
us that we shouldn't grieve because it's not a 
person, certainly do not understand the 
human-animal bond. During the years we 
spend with our pet, we become very emo- 
tionally attached to our constant companion 
who has been with us through marriages, the 
births and the raising of our children, 

divorce— through the good and the bad 
times. 

Then, one day, when that faithful friend 
is gone, where do we go and what do we do 
for comfort? According to Nancy, the.average 
grieving period for an animal is six weeks. 
During this time, we can experience various 
emotions that accompany the sorrow and 
the loss. At first there is shock, disbelief and 
denial. It's difficult to imagine that you won't 
see your pet waiting for you when you get 
back home. Sometimes there is anger direct- 
ed at the illness responsible for the death of 
your pet, or the veterinarian who you feel 
should have done more to save its life. There 
is often guilt. You may feel responsible for

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your pet's death. You think that perhaps if 
you had responded differently to your pet's 
illness, it would not have died. Then, there is 

... ..._.d the feeling of despair that 

feeling powerless, robbed of ener- 
ion, and causes you to dwell 
upon your sorrow. 

Anyone suffering from the loss of a cher- 
ished animal companion should understand 
that they are not alone. There are countless, 
others who have experienced the same feel- 
ings. What's important to remember is that 
with time, the pain will lessen and the feel- 
ings of despair will be replaced With happy 
memories of the good times you had togeth- 
er. Most of all, know that youVave a 1 right to 
feel the way you do, and that people who tell 
you it's silly or crazy to grieve over an animal 
do not understand the joy, the comfort, 
companionship, acceptance arid uncondi- 
tional love your pet brought into your life. 

Don't try to hide your grief, in an effort 
to appear calm and strong. Expressing your 
feelings to another person who understands 
is one of the best things you can do to get 
through this difficult time. Your veterinarian 
and staff at the animal hospital who cared 

for your pet know what you are going ; 
through. Animal hospitals often work with 
and could recommend a pet loss grief coun- 

'ant to talk with a member 
of the clergy at your church or synagogue. 
Your friends and family can be an invaluable 
source of support. Other family members 
who have lived with die pet, especially your 
children, are probably experiencing similar 
feelings. Spend time together talking about 
it.

First and foremost, my recommendation 
to you would be to get that behavior under 
control prior to the beginning of the year. If 
you do not do this, the behavior will continue 
to grow in intensity and every year will 
become a problem of trying to tailor-make 
environments around your child. We know it's 
not realistic to try and do this. Wouldn't it be 
easier if he could deal with any environment? 
A lot less stress for you and him. So, get the 
behavior corrected as your first step. 

Simultaneously, I would set up another 
meeting with the "powers that be" and make 
sure they understand that this is not a conve- 
nience thing and that the right classroom set 
up could mean a more successful path for 
both the child and the teacher. In the same

vein the wrong set up could cost a lot of time 
and energy for all involved. Isn't it better to try 
to make the road as smooth as possible from 
the get-go? 

If the teacher has personal problems that 
are being seen by others and this is just not a 
situation that is personal to you, than more 
needs to be done to investigate. Maybe the 
teacher needs some time off or some treat- 
ment. Maybe he or she is burned out. Maybe 
there are a lot of kids in his or her classroom 
that have behavior problems. 

Sometimes it can just be personality con- 
flicts between a teacher and certain student. 
Also, keep in mind that at times, very good 
teachers get accused of being a certain way 
when the parent's perspective is what is at 
fault I have seen parents get upset at a teacher 
when their child is held responsible for certain

behaviors. I have also seen, parents get upset 
• with teachers when absences for baseball 
games and vacations are not ignored. It's not 
always the teacher so don't automatically 
assume that what you have heard is true. If 
you are unsure, definitely a meeting with that 
teacher to verify what he or she is like would 
be in order before making any decisions on 
placement. 

Last but not least, if you are dead set on 
making your own choice and they won't let 
you, you might consider getting the behavior 
problem under control 1st and then switching 
to private school or a different school.

The buzz on bee stings 



There's a buzz in the air and it's not a 
friendly one. Now that summer is here, 
legions of stinging insects have begun their 
carnivorous assault on outdoor activities 
across America. These hostile marauders 
often leave in their wake: widespread fear, 
painful stings and even death. If you find 
yourself under siege, resist the temptation to 
launch a counter strike. This type of retaliato- 
ry action is best left to the professionals. If 
you become a sting victim, a trip to the hos- 
pital may be in order. 

According to the American College of 
Asthma, Allergy and Immunology, most 
insects stings result in a normal reaction. 
Symptoms include: pain, swelling, itching 
and redness confined to the sting site. 

Recommended treatment includes: gen- 
tly disinfecting me area, using ice to reduce 
the swelling and using topical steroid oint- 
ments or oral antihistamines to relieve the 
itching. Sometimes a normal reaction can be 
rather large extending well beyond the sting 
site (a sting on the wrist may cause the entire 
arm to swell) . If this situation persists for 
more than a day or two, a physicin should be 
consulted. 



For one to two percent of the population, 
an insect sting reaction will be allergic in 
nature. This type of reaction is characteriezed 
by hives, itching and swelling in areas other 
than the sting site; tightness in the chest and 
difficulty in breating; dizziness or a sharp 
drop in blood pressure; unconsciousness or 
cardiac arrest. An allergic reaction can occur 
in minutes after the sting and may be life- 
threatening or even fatal. Immediate medical 
attention is required and may involve the 
administration of certain drugs and in some 
cases intravenous fluids, oxygen and other 
treatments. Because there is a 60% likelihood 
of the reoccurrence upon re-sting, allergic 
patients should seek follow-up care from an 
allergist. This specialist will evaluate a patien- 
t's allergic condition and may prescribe an 
insect sting kit for emergency treatment and 
or immunotherapy; a highly effective vacci- 
nation program for life-long protection 
against allergic reactions.

The social sci- 
ences, is an example, need those who observe trends and predict the 
needs that those trends will generate. These people will need to be 
trained in statistical analysis as well as the social sciences. Business, 
education, physical sciences and economics will arc all fields that will 
rely on those wtio can predict change. 

The world is not only changing it Is getting smaller. The need for those 
who can work with other cultures will be Increasing for the foresee- 
able future. Those |obs will be available on both sides of most trans- 
actions. For example, importers In the United States will need people 
who can negotiate to buy products from foreign producers. Foreign 
producers need employees to sell goods to buyers in the United States. , 
Likewise, there Is a tremendous need in the Unltetl Staies : Foreign, 
Service for those who have language and political skills. Educators, 
scientists, and health care professionals arc needed in many coun- 
tries, presenting a great opportunity for those who would like to sec 
other parts of the world.
